This is the latest issue in the German Post's on-going “Baby 
Animals" Series that started in 2014, with two stamps, one with 
a pair of Fox kits and the other a pair of Hedgehog hoglets. These 
were followed in 2015 with Squirrels and Wildcats, in 2016 with 
Hares and Greyling Geese, in 2017 with Wild Boar and 
European Polecat, and in 2018 with Deer and Seals. 


Currently, Germany is overrun with raccoons. The rest of Europe Raccoon, Procyon lotor 
is scrambling to solve their own burgeoning raccoon problem. 


According to an article in Business Insider by Meghan Bartels in June 2016, Germans began importing raccoons 
from America in the 1920s to populate fur farms. But they decided to release some because hunters were bored with 
local animals. Some also escaped during World War II and made themselves at home in the German forests. 


Now, according to the German magazine Der Spiegel, there are as many as a million of the furry critters pillaging 
across Germany. Their hunger for eggs is putting a dent in populations of native birds and even turtles. They make 
a mess of vineyards and attics, they cause car accidents, and they carry diseases. 


Germans have been fighting back by killing more than 60,000 raccoons per year. The European Union even has 
issued rules to contain raccoons and other invasive non-native species such as grey squirrels and ruddy ducks. 


The juvenile animals pictured on the stamps look cute, but these trash pandas grow up to cause a lot of trouble, so 
Rocky and Bandit could be in for an unhappy ending.
